PROTECTING PEAS 
AGAINST DISEASE 


The pea is popular in Canada and,’ 
Yue3,.variety of forms, pleases the 
palates ofthe people, whether it 
be ney Shellée:..fvam: the pode, 
plexed fresh from the garden. vines, 
served ag delectable soup or the kind 
that comes in cans. The pea is one 
of the oldest agriculturat crops. and 
is widely cultivated. The culture of 
peas, says B. Leslie Emilie, origin- 
ated in the highlands of Afghanistan 
and onthe plateau of Abyssinia. Peas 
grown in Canada are of highly im- 
proved varieties, be they garden 
peas, soup peas or canning peas. 
They ‘thrive best on medium loam 
soils of good texture and not so well 
on either sandy or clay soils. The 
crop is susceptible algo to extremes 
of both drought and humidity. Fertil- 
izers such as 2-16-6, 2-12-6 or 
2-12-10 on the lighter soils, are suit- 
able for peas, phosphoric acid being 
the plant food substance needed 
most. An adequate supply of potash 
for the crop is also important, since 
lack of sufficient available potash! 
in the soil tends to produce tough 
skinned peas.

“Early not characterized by any special signs or 
svinptoms.” ‘This sentence comes from a talkie to the 4,500 delegates that 
wttended the recent convention of the American Public Health Assecia- 
tion. Tt must have given a shock to many others beside myself. 

Soine of us have been describing the early signs and symptoms of 
tuberculosis for the last*twenty years: fatigue in the afternoon, cough, 
logs of weight, blood-spitting, indigestion . We were not mistaken 
These are symptoms of tuberculosis. But what we called “early” a few 
years ago is not early any more. Vhe use of X-rays has made possible 
the discovery of tuberculous disease before any symptoms develop 

How many thousands of patients with chronic tuberculosis must wish 
that someone had used X-rays to discover their disease before signs and 
cymptoms developed! If that had been done they might now be healed 
and enjoying health as only those can that have lost it ‘and found it 
again. 

Why is not everyone s chest X-rayed so that all tubereulosis may be 
discovered in the earliest curable stage? Well, because those that could 
casily afford this safeguard do not appreciate ifs importance and because 
very” many of us cannot afford it. Alert health departments take thei 
appropriations. go as far as possible. Since they know that cach case of 
tuberculosis comes from another case (or cases) they look for carly 
disease first among “contacts” of known Cases. Since disease can only 
develop after infection, they use the more expensive X-ray only on those 
that are positive to the cheaper tuberculin skin test. Even so, health 
departments can not do much until they have more public health nu-ses

The United States Department of

In an interesting and informative 
letter to the British Medical Journal 
in October of this year Doctor E. E. 
Claxton of Folkestone, England, saya 
im part “It will be agreed that the 
following conditions are essential 
for the health of any individual.

Nourishment 
adequate in quality and quantity. 3. - 
Sufficient exercise and lessure with- 
out excess. 4, Protection from cli- 
mate, injury and infection. 5. Bduca- 
tion of the whole of man’s threefold 
nature (body, mind and soul). 6. 
Moral and spiritual freedom.” 

Health is another word for whole, 
and it would seem that Doctor Clax- 
ton’s outline for complete health or 
wholeness pretty well covers the 
field. 

Unfortunately for most individuals 
however, the stream of life does not 
flow sufficiently calmly and un- 
troubled to provide all the essentials 


[to good health. Constantly we face 


hazards, not of our own choosing, 
which tend to mar or upset our 
wholeness. On the other hand most 
of us create for ourselves just a# 
many obstacles as we involuntarily 
encounter. 

Is it not-a fact that we trequently 
disregard the laws of nature in auat- 
ters of diet, rest, exercise and bodily 
care.
